Town not happy about school 
board development charges

The town of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake plans to appeal a 
region-wide fee on new hous¬ 
ing developments being pro¬ 


posed by the Niagara Catholic 
District School Board to fund 
new schools. 

The school board passed 
two bylaws last month to 


the sole discretion of the 
NCDSB. It said the Region can 
make recommendations or 
requests to the board, but it 
has no decision-making 
authority regarding the school 
board’s bylaws. 

“I’m hoping we don’t have 
to take the lead,” said the 
director of community and 
development services, John 
Henricks, referring to an OMB 
appeal. “I think there should 
be some partnering (with 
other municipalities).” 

He said that Pelham, Fort 
Erie and Thorold are also 
planning to appeal the bylaw 
for proposed education charg¬ 
es and St. Catharines is con¬ 
sidering it. 

Henricks noted, however, 
that the three smaller munici¬ 
palities are in the former 
Welland County school dis¬ 
trict, whereas Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and St. Catharines are in 
the former Lincoln County 
district, so there would have 
to be separate appeals. 

“These charges provide no 
apparent direct benefit to 
town residents because no 
new local elementary school 
sites are contemplated for 
funding from this charge,” 
planning staff reported. 
“However, the town ... is 
responsible for addressing 
associated administrative 
costs with no compensation 
provided by the school for 
those added expenses." 

The proposed development 
charge on new housing in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake would 
be $186. 

A final decision on filing an 
appeal to the OMB will be 
made by council next 
Monday.

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake health services steer¬ 
ing committee was formed 
in 2013 in response to the 
expected closure of the 
town’s hospital, which 
occurred last March. 

A consultant was hired 
last year to assist with 
ideas for future health 
care delivery in the town. 

The consultant’s report 
to the steering committee 
in May recommended a 
one-stop community 
health-care hub that 
would house the town’s 
10 doctors and other 
health care providers 
including Community 


Care Access Centre and 
Niagara Region Public 
Health. The vision also 
includes laboratory, 
x-rays, physiotherapy ser¬ 
vices and satellite special¬ 
ty services such as cardi¬ 
ology, orthopedics, neu¬ 
rology and ophthalmolo¬ 
gy- 

Dr. Karen Berti, a repre¬ 
sentative of the steering 
committee, told council¬ 
lors that the group needs 
the town’s help with the 
next phase to establish a 
not-for-profit health care 
centre. 

The $30,000 would be 
used to hire a consultant 
to consolidate the work of 
the steering committee’s 
working groups, establish 
a board of directors and 


assist with grant-writing 
to governments and the 
private sector. 

“I’m good at being a 
doctor, but I don't know 
much about boards," Berti 
told the corporate servic¬ 
es advisory committee 
Monday. “We need a few 
people in the community 
and other players to move 
forward.” 

Berti, a member of the 
family health team of phy¬ 
sicians, said they would 
be tenants in the pro¬ 
posed health-care build¬ 
ing. She said patients 
would also be able to meet 
face-to-face with other 
health-care professionals, 
rather than hying to travel 
outside the municipality 
with the limited public 


transportation available 


"What we 
for is care close to home,' 
said Berti. “We can pro¬ 
vide great care - helping 
people live longer and 
healthier.” 

She added that there is 
also a need for after-hours 
medical services for local 
residents and tourists, 
particularly considering 
the large number of visi¬ 
tors to the town. 

Berti said she believes 
that Niagara-on-the-Lake 
would be a good place in 
the province to start a 
health- centre hub 
because it is a small com¬ 
munity. She said she 
hopes the proposal would 
receive some infrastruc-

“When I asked him how much the 
fine would be, he said he didn't know. 
But the implication was that if I 
ignored the warning he'd be back.” 

Karr says there are locals and tour¬ 
ists who feed the birds during the day 
from the same location, and she asked 
him about them, but he said she was 
the only one he'd received a com¬ 
plaint about. 

"It's absurd that these beautiful 
creatures are hated so much. We’ve 
pushed and pushed wildlife out of its 
habitat, and we try to help them and 
this is what happens." 

Some people, including the person 
who she suspects complained to the 
town, don’t like the mess or the noise 
the birds make, but this is a stretch of 
rocks and a little grass that isn't used 
for much else except by fishermen. 

Town bylaw supervisor Rolf Wiens 
says he can remember when the ani¬ 
mal control bylaw was written, and he 
feels its purpose was not to discour¬ 
age feeding geese on the waterfront. 

The bylaw says people should not 
feed animals in such a way that causes 
discomfort or annoyance to anyone 

"I understand there was a com¬ 
plaint about feeding geese on River 
Beach Dr. property,” he says. 

“And if somebody complains, we

"I’m not sure. That's a good ques¬ 
tion," said Wiens. 

never the intent of the bylaw, he says. 

“This is our first complaint about 
feeding ducks and geese. We could 
charge the individual and go to court, 
but that is something we obviously 
don't want to do.” 

He said the bylaw was written to 
stop people from leaving out food that 
attracts animals such as fox, raccoons, 
skunks and coyotes. 

He said he'd take another look at it 
before deciding how to proceed. 

Meanwhile, Karr isn’t sure what 
she’s going to do - first she wants to 
know why the town is singling her 

“This is making me feel like I’m 
committing some terrible offence, like 
I've been targeted and I'm been 
watched. I’ve never felt uncomfort¬ 
able down at the waterfront, but now 
suddenly I do. I love it there, and I 
can't understand this attitude,” she 

“I'm not going to stop going there. 
There are so few places left in this 
town that are natural. But when I’m 
there, I also see minks, beavers, 
skunks, raccoons - it's a special place, 
and the sunrise is glorious.”

nothing like the taste of a 
freshly picked, naturally 

So, what do we need to 
be doing now in the garden? 
Start by cutting back faded 
perennials, cut back the 


growth on your hanging 
baskets to encourage new 
flowers and foliage, on 
climbing plants keep tying 
and training new growth 
and dead head flowering 
bedding, perennial plants 

Remember not to cut 
your lawn too short - leav¬ 
ing the grass two to three 
inches long allows it to 
retain water and as a result 
requires less watering. 

Water your trees for at 
least an hour a week, more 
when it's really hot. 

Whatever you're water¬ 
ing right now - the roots are 
where you want the water to 
go, so use soaker hoses or a 
slow flow under shrubs, in 
flower beds and vegetable 
gardens.

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Library receives federal money for renovations

Just when the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Public Library 
board was considering a 
major overhaul, a federal 
infrastructure grant came 
along that seemed a per¬ 
fect fit. 

The building is 15 years 
old, and both the library 
world and people's needs 
have changed enormously 
in that time, says chief 
executive officer Cathy 
Simpson. 

About two years ago, the 
board began discussing a 
renovation that would 
include new carpeting and 
widening the aisles 
between book shelves to 
make them more accessi¬ 
ble. 

The Town budgeted 
$150,000 for the work, but 
Simpson said the board 
began to consider expand¬ 
ing the project. 

If the carpeting and the 


shelving were going to be 
removed, it was the perfect 
time to look at redesigning 
the space so it would meet 
the current needs of the 
library, she said. 

"As the collection space 
gets smaller, we need more 
people space. It’s incredi¬ 
ble how much technology 
has changed along with 
people’s need for technol¬ 
ogy and entertainment.” 

The library is still a beau¬ 
tiful space, but it isn’t 
space that’s being effi¬ 
ciently used, said 
Simpson. 

About the same time the 
renovations were being 
planned, the board learned 
the federal government 
was launching an infra¬ 
structure grant program to 
celebrate the 150th anni¬ 
versary of confederation, 
and the library renovation 
was not only ready to go 
but seemed a perfect fit. 

“They were looking for 
something with a historic 


connection, and we have 
history on our side," said 
Simpson. 

Also on their side was 
the money already com¬ 
mitted by the Town, and 
the library board’s inten¬ 
tions of raising some of the 
necessary funds. 

Tuesday afternoon, MP 
Rob Nicholson and FedDev 
Ontario Minister Gary 
Goodyear were at the 
library Tuesday to 
announce funding of 
$144,322 toward the 
$433,400 library renova¬ 
tion project, which will 
include new staff space, 
accessibility upgrades 
inside the building, a 
multi-purpose room, study 
space, and a children’s 
puppet theatre, as well as 
electrical and technology 
upgrades.

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Peter and the Starcatcher appeals to all ages

It's perfect proof of what 
the imagination can 
accomplish, and why we 
should all nurture the 
child within. 

The Shaw Festival’s Peter 
and the Starcatcher is 
described as the prequel 


to Peter Pan, the back story 
to the beloved J.M. Barrie 
classic about the boy who 
never grows up, with a 
quick peek into his future 
and the familiar fairy tale 
we all know and love. 

But it’s not just the tale 
that feeds the imagination, 
it’s the way it’s told, with a 
very basic set consisting of 


a couple of trunks and 
some ropes and ladders 
that when rearranged, cre¬ 
ate changing scenes and 
action, and actors with 
multiple roles, stepping 
out of character to do dou¬ 
ble-duty as narrators and 
even props, all leading us 
to open our minds and our 
hearts and see so much 


more than what is in front 
of us. 

Shaw artistic director 
Jackie Maxwell - and the 
director of Peter - describes 
the concept of story the¬ 
atre, which the creators of 
this tale have used in the 
telling. 

“It takes you to the 
essence of a story. A group 


of people come on to the 
stage and tell us story, 
using everything at hand, 
including themselves. It’s 
really stripping everything 
down to the basics.” 

It’s also referred to as 
poor theatre - cheaper to 
produce, but also chal¬ 
lenging for those on stage, 
and for the audience, 
whose trust is tested. 

Children, fortunately, 
tend to be trusting, and 
this is a tale best seen if 
not through their eyes, 
from the childlike place 
where our imagination 
lies. 

Peterandthe Starcatcher, 
says Maxwell, while of 
course meant to be enter¬ 
taining for the usual Shaw- 
goers, is also an attempt to 
widen the Festival family, 
to present a play that 
grandparents can take 
their grandchildren to, 
hopefully to foster an early 
love of theatre. 

And it’s a risk, because if 
the play hadn’t worked, it 
could have created just the 
opposite. 

No need to worry, 
although for the first 10 
minutes or so, the adults 
in the audience may have 
been wondering what their 
youngsters were going to 
make of this whole experi¬ 
ence, when they had come 
to the theatre hoping to 
see their adored Peter Pan, 
hopefully after being given 
at least a brief explanation 
of what to expect - grown¬ 
ups on a stage, pretending 
to be who they aren’t, no 
need to worry if it gets 
scary, it’s not real. 

Judging by the reaction, 
they loved it, adults and 
children both, who 
laughed out loud and 
often, although sometimes 
not at the same lines. 

That might have been 
the biggest surprise - how 
really hilarious this play is 
- the one-liners, some 
droll, over the heads of the 
kids, others silly and slap¬ 
stick enough to tickle the 
funny bones of all ages, 
were exceedingly clever 
and fired almost too quick¬ 
ly, creating that fear that if 
you laugh you’re going to 
miss something, but you 


Maxwell describes the 
playfulness of the actors as

- it is, after all, about 
orphaned boys and slav¬ 
ery, with villainous pirates 
eager to steal themselves 

means harm to the hero¬ 
ine of the story, Molly 
(Kate Besworth), who 
becomes fond of the boy 
who has been lost for so 
long he can’t remember 
his name (Charlie Gallant), 
and goes out of her way to 
protect him, putting her¬ 
self in danger in the pro- 

Yet that playfulness is 
never far from the surface, 
beginning with the two 
ships, two trunks, and the 
premonition that all is not 
going to go according to 
the plan of Lord Astor 
(Patrick Galligan), who 
has been charged with 
delivering one of the 
trunks to the kingdom of 
Rundoon. He hopes to foil 
the pirates by putting a 
duplicate trunk on a sec¬ 
ond ship with his daughter 
Molly, which will take a 
slower route to the same 
destination. 

A campy, comical Black 
Stache (Martin Happer) 
and his sidekick Smee 
(Jonathan Tan) are after 
the bunk, which has been 
switched by the nasty 
Slank (Graeme 

Somerville), captain of the 
second ship, who shows 
his true colours when he 
locks Molly and her nanny 
Mrs. Bumbrake (Jenny L. 
Wright) in then cabin - 
although neither stay there 
for long, Molly escaping to 
find and help the lost boys, 
her nanny to help herself 
to one of the sailors she 
fancies. 

For those who may be 
wondering how this 
delightfully muddled plot 

- and that’s without men¬ 
tioning the fearsome tribe 
of Mollusks and the 
enchanting singing mer¬ 
maids - explains the origin 
of Peter Pan, be patient.

Passion for water

Ted van der Zalm 
likes to think of deliver¬ 
ing water to those who 
have a lot of this world's 
wealth to help deliver 
water to those who 
have little. 

When he’s at home in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
he runs a growing fam¬ 
ily business drilling 
wells, installing pumps 
and delivering water to 
the people of Niagara. 

That allows him to 
provide for his family, 
and still spend part of 
the year in Guatemala, 
as he has for more than 
a decade. 

While there he drills 
wells, delivering clean 
water and improving 
the life of some of the 


world’s poorest people. 

He and Wells of Hope, 
the organization he 
founded, have success¬ 
fully delivered water to 
more than 50,000 
Guatemalans, changing 
their lives—especially 
the women and chil¬ 
dren—forever. 

But there are others 
still in need, and he 
feels a very strong sense 
of responsibility to help 
them - he can’t turn his 
back on them. 

Wells of Hope has a 
permanent, year-round 
base dubbed Campo 
Esperanza, the Camp of 
Hope, where he makes 
his home four months 
of the year along with 
his wife Miriam and 
their children. 

They have been drill¬ 
ing wells and building 


schools, delivering 
medical and dental 
care and offering sew¬ 
ing and nutrition les¬ 
sons since 2004, sup¬ 
ported by a large team 
of volunteers, includ¬ 
ing medical profession¬ 
als and high school stu¬ 
dents from Niagara, 
and funded by the gen¬ 
erosity of the people of 
Niagara. 

This year, the goal is 

delivering water to at 
least 7,000 more 
Guatemalans, and build 
two more schools. 

But they come at a 
high cost, says Wells of 
Hope board chair Scott 
Maxwell - $120,000 for 
each well, $35,000 for 
each school.

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New hospital ‘moving forward as planned’

There is a lot of “heavy 
lifting” going on behind 
the scenes of the $26.2 
million planning grant 
process for a south 
Niagara hospital on the 
outskirts of Niagara Falls, 
Niagara Falls Mayor Jim 
Diodati says. 

"Everything is moving 
forward as planned,” 
Diodati said Monday. 

“We're going through 
the planning grant pro¬ 
cess and at some point 
after that’s done the pro¬ 


vincial government would 
have to make a further 
announcement of funding 
and then groundbreaking. 
That’s the next big step 
we’re looking forward to.” 

The Niagara Health 
System formed a planning 
committee in 2014 to steer 
the organization through 
the planning grant pro¬ 
cess to look at a new hos¬ 
pital at Montrose and 
Lyon’s Creek Rds. and two 
urgent care centres. 

“We are on target and 
on plan,” said Angela 
Zangari, NHS executive 
vice president of finance 


and operations. 

A clinical services plan 
has been completed and 
the report is available to 
the public on the NHS 
website. 

The NHS is now work¬ 
ing on the next stage of 
the process called master 
programming, master 
planning. 

“We’re looking at con¬ 
firming what services will 
be on site,” Zangari 
added. 

“After that, we will get a 
sense of what the foot¬ 
print of the hospital will 
look like.” 


Diodati met recently 
with officials at the pre¬ 
mier’s office as well as the 
Ministry of Finance and 
plans to meet with the 
Ministry of Health and 
Long-Term Care at the 
upcoming conference of 
the Association of 
Municipalities Ontario 
which will be held in 
Niagara Falls Aug. 16 to 
19. 

"I don’t like to wait until 
there’s an issue -1 like to 
be pro-active - so we’ve 
been having ongoing dis¬ 
cussions,” the mayor 
added. “We are continu¬ 


ally confirming the path 
that we’re on.” 

The NHS is the lead on 
the planning work for the 
new hospital. 

“Planning for Stage 1 
proposal submission is 
currently underway. To 
date, the ministry has not 
received any capital plan¬ 
ning submissions,” said 
Joanne Woodward Fraser, 
senior communications 
advisor, media communi¬ 
cations and marketing 
division of the Ministry of 
Health and Long-Term 
Care. 

NHS chief executive 


officer Kevin Smith in 
2012 recommended clos¬ 
ing existing south Niagara 
hospitals and replacing 
them with a single new 
hospital to be built in 
Niagara Falls. 

The province in 2014 
committed $26.2 million 
towards the planning of a 
new hospital. At that time, 
officials said the planning 
process could take up to 
24 months. 

Niagara Falls city coun¬ 
cil committed $22 million 
towards the project Fort 
Erie town council pledged 
$3 million.

If you're a driver in 
Niagara and have ever 
been stuck behind a 
cyclist or, gasp, a group of 
cyclists, this column will 
likely anger you. You’ve 
been warned. 

What is wrong with 
drivers this summer? Has 
the heat gotten to your 
collective heads? 

Has the world suddenly 
become so time-crunched 
that you’re willing to put 


people's lives in danger to 
get where you need to go 
faster? 

I had no intention of 
writing this particular 
column this week, but a 
handful of incidents over 
the past few weeks have 
left me both fuming and 
fearing for my life. 

It started on a rainy ride 
into work when I was in 
the left turning lane on 
Merrittville Hwy. 
Someone accidently 
turned into the wrong 
lane and drove directly 


toward me. Thankfully, 
they realized their error 
just in time and swerved 
back into their lane. 

A week later, I was 
cycling on the right side 
of a rural road when a 
convertible coming 
toward me drifted over 
the yellow line, and kept 
drifting while the driver 
looked at and talked to 
his passenger. I rode onto 
the shoulder and yelled at 
the driver as he passed 
me, causing him to swerve 
back over into his lane. 


And then there was this: 
My wife, an experienced 
runner, was training on a 
hilly and winding rural 

Knowing how danger¬ 
ous it would have been to 
stay in the oncoming lane 
(the 'normal' side for run¬ 
ners) on a blind corner 
with no shoulder, she 
crossed over to the right 
side of the road. 

A school bus driver — 
unhappy about where she 
was — decided he would 
pass her on the blind cor¬ 


ner. When a car started 
approaching from the 
other direction, the bus 
had to come back into the 
right lane, nearly striking 
my wife. 

Add to all that a num¬ 
ber of close calls my 
cycling and running 
friends have had this 
spring and summer and it 
gets a little bit ridiculous. 

I'm a driver, too, so I get 
it. It sucks being stuck 
behind a cyclist or runner 
when you just want to get 
home and sit on the front 


porch with a cold drink. 

But please, don’t be an 
idiot. Someone is going to 
get killed because of a 
distracted or impatient 
driver and there’s abso¬ 
lutely no reason for it.
